Hon. P. J. Yeager, of Tulsa, Okla., 
was born in Columbus, Ohio, April 
IO, 1859. At the age of twenty h * 
moved .to Guthrie, 111., and opened 
a small general store. Being a care­ 
ful and accommodating business man, 
he soon won the confidence and es­ 
teem of the people of that communi­ 
ty, and he was successful in his un­ 
dertaking as a merchant; selling out 
his business he tried farming for a 
few years. In 1895, on account of ill 
health, he moved his family to the 
good old state of Arkansas and en­ 
tered into business.

An open letter from Judge West of 
Coalgate: 
Having announced 
my 
candidacy 
for Judge of the Seventh Judicial 
District, of which this county is a 
part, sometime ago, I fear there are 
some persons who will censure me 
for not making a more thorough can­ 
vas of the District and a 
visit 
to 
each voting precinct, but my friends, 
this has been impossible. You must 
remember that the duties of the of­ 
fice have exacted the most of my 
time and I only finished my last 
term of court at Tishomingo about 
July 1st, and have refused to ad­ 
journ any court for the purpose of 
making a campaign; and this has 
left me but little time to prosecute 
my claims for re-election. 
I made a long, hard campaign the 
first State Election and was success­ 
ful over five opponents, running first 
or second in every ocunty in the Dis­ 
trict, and for this loyalty and sup­ 
port given me in that contest, I de­ 
sire to thank all my friends who 
stood by me.
